that the policy for this item will be announced later. 

2. It has been decided to consider applications from Established Importers of 
this item for ad Jioc licences for import of ‘Dates’ for a value equal to their entitle¬ 
ment at 20 per cent, of half of their best year’s imports on the condition that: 

(i) The licensee will, within six months of the date of importation of ‘Dates’ 
effect exports of any of the goods mentioned in the Annexure to this 
Public Notice for value equal to 50 per cent of the value of imported 
‘Dates’: 

(ii) The licensee will be required to give a bond duly supported with bank 
guarantee for an amount equal to the c.i.f. value of imported ‘Dates’, 
for fulfilment of the export obligation; 

Provided that the licences upto and inclusive of the value of Rs, 500 will not be 
subject to the above conditions. 

3. The applications for ad hoc licences for import of ‘Dates’ should be made in 
the prescribed form and manner to the Port Licensing authorities not later than 
the 31st January, 1961.

2. It has been decided to consider applications from Established Importers of 
this item for ad-hoc licences for import of Cassia and Cinnamon for a value equal 
to their entitlement at 5 per cent, of half of their best year’s imports of Carda¬ 
moms, Cassia and Cinnamon falling under S. No. 26(a) /IV on the condition that: — 

(i') the licensee will, within six months of the date of importation of cassia 
and cinnamon, effect exports, either direct or through an Export 
Council/Association or through an established exporter, of Ground¬ 
nut oil and/or Tapioca Flour to the extent given below: — 

“Against the imports of 2'5 cwts. of Cassia and Cinnamon, 1 ton of 
Groundnut oil or 8 tons of Tapioca flour shall be exported”.

2. It has been decided to consider applications from Established Importers of 
this item for ad-hoc licences for import of Cloves, all sorts, whether ground or 
unground for a value equal to their entitlement at 5 per cent, of half of their best 
year’s imports on the condition that: 

(i) the licensee will, within six months of the date of importation of cloves, 
effect exports, either direct or through an Export Council/Association 
or through an Established Exporter of Groundnut oil and/or Tapioca 
Flour to the extent given below: 

“Against the imports of 2'5 cwts, of cloves, 1 ton of Groundnut oil or 8 
tons of Tapioca flour shall be exported”. 

(if) the licensee will be required to give a bond duly supported by a bank 
guarantee for an amount equal to the c.i.f., value of imported clove# 
for fulfilment of the export obligation.
